To  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Camelford  Rural  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  the  31st  December,  1943. 
The  report  is  set  out  in  accordance  with  Circular  10/44  (England)  dated  15th  February,  1944. 

Owing  to  De.  Eeic  Hatdon  leaving  the  district  in  July,  1943,  and  De.  Sluglett,  his 
successor,  being  called  to  the  Colours  in  February  this  year,  much  of  this  report  must  be  collected 
from  Records  and  from  help  of  the-  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector.  Also  owing  to  abnormal  conditions 
existing  owing  to  the  war,  the  Report  is  cui-tailed  as  much  as  possible.

The  general  health  of  the  district  has  on  the  whole  been  satisfactory. 

An  epidemic  of  Chicken  Pox  occured  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  one  of  Whooping 
Cough  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  other  cases  of  infectious  diseases  has  been  small. 

With  regard  to  Diphtheria,  only  two  cases  occured  in  the  district  and  one  of  these 
unfortunately  died.  This  child  had  not  been  immunised.  Immunisation  continues  to  make  satisfactory 
progress,  and  it  is  estimated  that  66%  of  the  children  under  5 years  and  75%  of  6 — 16  years 
were  innoculated  against  the  disease  by  the  end  of  the  year.
